During the next cycle, from mid- 
December to January, the Student 
Volunteer Group becomes involved

From February to late April, 
counselors start travelling again 
and making campus visits more 
frequently. They approach high 
school juniors and encourage them 
to make campus visits. The ad- 
missions staff reviews December 
applications and Sally Harris, 
director of Financial Aid, awards 
aid packages at this time. 

During the summer, Admissions 
follows all prospects up and 
schedules visits for the coming year. 
In August, written correspondence 
from Admissions prepares newly 
enrolled Students for the fall 
semester. At the end of the month 
Clarke students and the Student 
Development Staff have a couple of 
days of Orientation activities with 
the new students. 


Enrollment Increases 


Over the past five year period, 
Clarke has experienced a great deal 
of growth. According to Jane Daly, 
director of Public Relations at 
Clarke, the gradual increase of 
students is best represented by the 
42 percent increase over the five 
years, with male ratio jumping from 
24 percent to 27 percent in the last 
year. 

As Daly mentioned, several 
factors besides Clarke’s high 
retention rate contributed to this 
rise ‘in the student population. 
Among these are more students 
transferring from other institutions 
and more students returning to 
Clarke after leaving. For instance, 
this year alone, nine students 
returned to Clarke and 45 trans- 
ferred to Clarke. 

Looking towards the future, Daly 
is very optimistic. She feels that the 
contining education students, the 
male sports program, the alumni 
outreach efforts, and student ad- 
missions team will all be influential 
in keeping enroliment figures up. 

A breakdown of students at Clarke 
follows: Continuing Education, 204; 
Graduate, 43; Senior, 134; Junior, 
182; Sophomore, 187; Freshmen, 
156; for a total of 906. Further 
breakdown shows 652 women and 254 
men with 684 in-state students and

Student Observes Political Machine 


To the Editor: 

Saturday, Oct. 8 several Clarke 
students travelled to Des Moines to 
attend the Democratic Annual 
Jefferson-Jackson Day dinner. For 
the first time all seven democratic 
presidential candidates appeared 
together in Iowa. Speaking to a 
record crowd of 6,000 voters were 
Alan Cranston, Gary Hart, Reuban 
Askew, Walter Mondale, George 
McGovern, John Glenn, and Ernest 


Hollings. Iowa democrats were then: 


asked to express a preference for 
their party’s 1984 presidential 
candidate. Mondale and Cranston 
seized the majority of votes in this 
Associated Press straw poll -- 


Mondale with 1,948 votes (47 per- 
cent) and Senator Cranston with 
1,534 votes (37 percent). These 
results reflect the organized effort 
exerted by both campaigns, a 
determined campaigning drive 
which will be crucial in Iowa’s up- 
coming February caucus. 

The night was typical of any 
political assembly: potshots were 
taken at opposing contenders, 
demonstrations invigorated the 
atmosphere, and as might be ex- 
pected, Ronald Reagan’s record was 
mutilated. Moreover, the dif- 
ferentiations between the cadidates 
were expressed through their 
speeches. Cranston, a senior Senator 


from California, relayed a clear 
position on place issues by stating 
his committment to end the arms 
race with a mutual and verifiable 
freeze of nuclear weapons 
production. In turn, Mondale con- 
centrated on criticizing Glen for his 
support of produciton of new nerve 
gas weapons. A late entry in the 
race, McGovern stressed a ser- 
verance of all military operation in 


Central America and proposed a 25 


percent cut in military spending. 
Undoubtedly, the most impressive 
aspect of the evening was watching 
the political machine itself in action.
